The Sacramento State Hor- 
net has reported news at Sac 
State for 65 years. The Hornet 
started out as a four page pam- 
phlet, made on a stencil-style 
printing press. } 


Since its creation in 1949, 


the Hornet has informed the 
community about ground- 
breaking events such as Jimi 
Hendrix’s performance at the 
men’s gym in 1968. 

The Hornet gives students 
the chance to stay updated on 
the latest in collegiate sports, 
eateries and laws directly af- 
fecting education. 

As a student-run publication, 
it reports the news while offer- 
ing a learning experience to its 
staff. 

Many students who wrote 
for the Hornet went on to re- 
port for local publications. 

Journalism professor Stu Va- 
nAirsdale wrote for the Hornet 


from fall 2002 to 2004 when he 
was attending Sac State. 

“I learned pretty much ev- 
erything I think I needed to 
know to continue on as a pro- 
fessional journalist from the 
Hornet,” VanAirsdale said. “I 
got there and didn’t know any- 
thing and got such great insight 
from the editors there and from 
the faculty advisors.” 

Currently a reporter for Sac- 
town Magazine, VanAirsdale 
said he felt he could work any- 
where he wanted after writing 
for the school publication, 
which provided more experi- 
ence than the courses could. 

“There’s no substitute for 
going out and reporting sto- 
ries,” VanAirsdale said. 

When he was a student, 
VanAirsdale said journalism 
courses emphasized reporting 
and writing while today it has 
more of an emphasis on just 
writing. 

One of the stories VanAirs- 
dale had the most pride in cov- 


ering was a recall debate for 
the 2003 state governor posi- 
tion, in which candidates like 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Arianna Huffington were giv- 
ing speeches on campus. 
VanAirsdale’s second favor- 
ite story was when he found 


out a hockey team was embez-- 


zling money from Sac State in 
fall 2003. He received an email 
from someone at University of 
California, Davis informing 
him that a lot of the players 
were not students, prompting 
him to investigate. 

“Tt was one of [the] most fun 
and exhilarating stories that | 
have reported,” VanAirsdale 
said. : 

As part-time faculty, Va- 
nAirsdale said the Hornet’s 
design looks more professional 
than it has in years. 

“The newspaper looks like 
a real newspaper in ways that 
our old generation perhaps did 
not,” VanAirsdale said. 
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Sac State shared a campus with Sacramento City College until moving to its cur- 
rent location in 1953. The State Hornet was first printed at the original location. 





Russell Nowotenski, lab assistant and student, dies at 24

Sacramento State communication studies 
student died following an epileptic seizure on

Russell Nowotenski, 24, worked as a lab 
assistant for Communication Studies Chair 
Steven Buss and was enrolled in his ad- 
vanced lighting class while working in Sutter 
Memorial’s emergency room. Friends and 
faculty said he was passionate about his work 
with technology while maintaining a sense of 


humor. 


Doug Nowotenski, 28, said doctors believe 








the cause of his brother’s death was Sudden 
Unexplained Death by Epilepsy, which med- 
ical personnel do not understand but all epi- 
leptics are at risk for. 

Doug Nowotenski said his brother was 16 
when he was diagnosed with epilepsy, which 
kept him from his dream of being an Air 
Force pilot, like his older brother David. He 
did not let his condition inhibit him from pur-

suing other goals, such as filming and video 
editing. 

“When he found something he didn’t know 
about and found it interesting, he would at- 
tack it and learn everything he knew about it, 


especially if there was technology involved 
with it,” Doug Nowotenski said. 


English major Sonya Riley, 23, was a close 
friend who met Russell Nowotenski in a fall 
2013 video class. She said when it came to 
technology, he completely knew what he was 
doing when they worked on projects together. 

“You could ask anybody that knows him 
that he’s enthusiastic about everything,” Ri- 
ley said. “Anything at all.” 

Riley said Russell Nowotenski made her 
junior year at Sac State enjoyable and. he in- 
spired her to do spontaneous things. 

Buss said neither him nor the filming crew 
knew. of Russell Nowotenski’s condition, be- 
cause it was not something he talked about 
but he was always happy. 

“While we have one crew setting up lights 
and there’d be another crew watching, he 
would get into conversations and he would 
always have something funny to say,” Buss 
said. “I never saw him without a smile on his 
face. He always .had more than enough ener- 
gy to go around.” 

Riley said Russell Nowotenski would 


make funny jokes that would turn around 
the boring parts of class their Introduction to 
Film class, while still paying attention. 

“Those who knew him really well knew 
that he jokes about everything,” Riley said. 
“It’s really hard to pinpoint a particular joke 
he said.” 

Russell Nowotenski would be upset when 
things did not go his way, but would soon 
move on to the next thing, Riley said. He had 
a love for life and actively participating in 
what he was doing that she found beautiful, a 
trait she said more people should have. 

“Russell never seemed like he paid atten- 
tion to the little trivial things,” Riley said. 
“As my friend, that’s. something he really 
taught me.” 

A funeral service was held at East Lawn 
Mortuary on May 13th at 2 PM. 

“He accomplished a lot in his life, he was 
striving to a lot more and the only thing that 
restricted him at all was his epilepsy,” Doug 
Nowotenski said.

Capital Public Radio will convert 
the three-quarter-acre land plot be- 
hind the station's corporate head- 
quarters, housed at Sacramento State, 
into a community garden. 


The sustainable garden is part of an . 


initiative to educate local schools and 
the community about healthy eating. 
The Garden Project will break ground 
Oct. 24. on National Food Day. 

“We happen to be operating at the 
nexus of America’s wine and food cul- 
ture, its one of California's defining 
assets,’ said Craig McMurray, Capi- 
tal Public Radio Managing Director. 
“The idea of food, food literacy and 
nutrition is a critically important is- 
sue. We can play a role in helping to 
educate, inform and inspire people.on 
healthy eating and healthy nutrition” 

Open to the Sacramento commu- 
nity, The Garden, will offer hands-on 
experiential classes that will teach 
about food growth methods, nutri- 
tion and the benefits of “eating local.” 


Placing the garden in Sacramento 
is ideal because it sits on the 420-mile 


stretch between Bakersfield and Chi- 


co, which produces 50 percent of US- 
grown vegetables, fruits and nuts, ac- 
cording to the California Department 
of Food and Agriculture. 

“The US is going to spend close to 
$900 billion dollars in 2014 treating 
chronic diseases, most of which are 
diet related,” McMurray said. “Essen- 
tially, many of the major issues that 
are driving the national conversation 
are embodied in this project, land 
use, recycling, solar power, food liter- 
acy, nutrition and healthy eating” 

The Garden will feature a so- 
lar-powered drip irrigation system, 
composting system, a worm farm and 
systems for water capture. 

The.project also includes an educa- 
tional curriculum to be launched in 
September 2015. Methods of integra- 
tion with local schools’ curriculum 
are currently under discussion, Mc- 
Murray said. 

“I've seen other community gar- 


’ 


dens sprout in the area, but the idea 
of having a educational component 
is awesome and I can see it positive- 
ly impacting the Sacramento region,” 
journalism senior Sammie Thach 
said. 

The curriculum was designed by 
nationally-recognized educator and 


filmmaker Kirk Bergstrom, World- 
Link founder and executive director. 
Bergstrom developed a 84-page 


food curriculum unit that has been 


adopted by different schools across 


the nation. He has also directed food ° 


and energy sustainability films for 
PBS. 
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The community garden will be built behind the station headquarters, located at Sac State. 


“If we are able to design a healthy 
and sustainable food system that will 
probably solve other issues along the 
way like public health, climate change 
and overuse of pesticides,” Bergstrom 
said. “I think the garden is a small 
portal to the larger vision of a healthy 
food system.” 





Dean of engineering position is set to be announced

Sacramento State will announce one of 
the four finalists for the position of dean for 
the College of Engineering and Computer 
Science within the month. 

Recruitment firm Storbeck/Pimentel has 
provided a large national pool of candi- 
dates, including current Sac State employ- 
ees. The four finalists visited Sac State for 
an open forum in early May. 

“The provost has welcomed comments 
about the candidates to be given to her of- 
fice,” said Kim Nava of Sac State’s public 
relations. “People have until Tuesday May 
20 until 5 p.m. to drop off any comments 
they have regarding any of the candidates.” 

Former dean Emir Macari was relieved 
of his duties last December and placed on 
paid leave until Feb. 28. His employment 
status changed to faculty on March 1, ac- 
cording to a memorandum sent from Vice 
President of Human Resources Christine 
Lovely. . 

Macari said he voluntarily stepped 

down because the President wanted him to 

do things that “were not in his best inter- 
est.” | z 

The Search Committee for Dean of the 


College of Engineering and Computer 
Science is responsible for screening, inter- 
viewing and recommending candidates to 
the provost and president. 

The four candidates include Dennis 
Derickson, Cal Poly’s Associate Dean and 
professor for the School of Engineering 
and Computer Scienee and Sac State In- 
terim Dean for the College of Engineering 
and Computer Science Ramzi Mahmood. 
Lorenzo M. Smith of Oakland University, 
Rochester, Mich. and Eddy M. Rojas of 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln are also 
finalist for the dean position. 

Rojas is director and professor for The 
Charles W. Durham School of Architectur- 
al Engineering and Construction at Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln. 

Smith is Associate Dean and professor 
for the School of Engineering and Com- 
puter Science at Oakland University. 

Interviews have been conducted by 
President Alexander Gonzalez, Provost 


Frederika Harmsen, the Search Commit- 


tee for Dean of the College of Engineer- 


ing and Computer Science, as well as the - 


academic department the chosen candidate 
will manage, said Donald Taylor, associate 
vice president for Academic Programs and 
Global Engagement. 


Lynne Koroop, chair for the Search 
Committee for Dean of the College of En- 
gineering and Computer Science said she 
has been involved with search committees 
in the past and has seen many qualified ap- 
plicants for the position. 

“At this point it has been a successful 
search,” Koroop said. “Nothing has been 
decided, we are still in the process.” — 

Taylor, who is responsible for coordinat- 
ing the searches for new management in 
Academic Affairs said the selection is pro- 
gressing with record-breaking time con- 
sidering the process required is governed 
by the University Policy Manual, which 
calls for a search committee representing 
faculty, staff, a student and a community 
member. 

“When the provost returns from her 
business trip, she will confirm with the 
president, she will review the report from 
the search committee and she will make an 
offer to one of the finalists,” Taylor said. 

The vacancy announcement came out in 


April, but preparations for the search began 


in February after Sacramento State Provost 
Frederika Harmsen’s official start date. 
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- Interim Dean of Engineering and Computer 
Science, Ramzi Mahmood, is one of the candidates.

Women’s golf and tennis 
combinéd have made 11 
postseason berths in the 
past decade. Both programs 
have seen some of the most 
prominent players this sea- 
son as they continued their 
dominance and broke new 
school records. 

Senior Lisa Persson fin- 
ished the season as the No. 
1 player for the Hornets 
womens golf, placing in the 
top 20 in all eight compe- 
titions that she entered in 
and broke the school record 





for lowest 36-hole total (71- 

74-145). 

Senior Tiffany Nichols 
carded the fourth lowest 
36-hole total in Sac State 
womens golf history at 78- 
71-149. 

“Both Lisa and Tiffany 
were great,’ said head coach 
David Sutherland. “What 
they-brought to the team 
will be irreplaceable” 

As a team in the same 
tournament the women 
shot the lowest combined 
two-round tournament 


score by one stroke (602), 


which was previously held

by their 2009 squad. 

“The girls were terrific this 
year on and off of the golf 
course, Sutherland - said. 
“Tm sad to see our seniors 
go, but I'm excited to see 
what awaits us moving for- 
ward.” 

In the past six seasons the 
program has been able to 
place second in the Big Sky 
Championship and has re- 
corded one first place finish. 

Persson earned first team 
all-Big Sky honors, fresh- 
man Chloe Bartek was 
named to second team and 
Nichols earned honorable 
mention. 

“I think our team next 
year is going to have a lot of 
great potential,’ said team 
captain Nicolette Bondura. 
“We're getting two. fresh- 
man [Katie Dunaway and 
Astha Madan] and they’re 
really great players.” 

Sac State womens tennis 
will also be losing two of 
its starters and will look to 
replace the two captains 
heading into the 2014-15 
season. 

The program itself record- 
ed the longest known con- 
ference winning streak in 
Div. I tennis history at 112 
matches. The Hornets were 
undefeated against Big Sky 
opponents since 2001. 

The streak snapped this 


season against conference — 


rival University of Montana 
on April 11 and for the first 
time in 13 years the wom- 
en were not able to win the 
regular season conference 
title. 

However, the women 
sought revenge against 
Montana as Sac State host- 


ed the Big Sky Champion- 
ship. Both squads met in 
the final match, where the 
women prevailed 4-3 over 
Montana to advance to 
the NCAA Tournament. 

“I felt confident and I 
knew all of the girls could 
(win) so it felt good, 
sophomore starter Olivia 
Boija said about defeating 
Montana. “It was really 
important to us since we 
lost the streak.” 

The Hornets have not 
been successful in ad- 
vancing out of the first 
round of the tournament. 
This season they faced 
fifth-seeded UCLA and 
were bounced out by the 
Bruins at 4-0. 

“Until we get- ranked 
in the top 20 were going 
to draw a top seed every 
time,’ said Bill Campbell, 
the director of tennis. 

Sac State did lose its No. 
1 player, sophomore Jen- 
nifer Nguyen, to a season 
ending right knee injury. 
Nguyen, who had surgery. 
to repair a torn meniscus 
and two ligaments in her 
knee, is on track to return 
to competition in January. 

This year senior Sophie 
Lohscheidt and _ sopho- 
more Savchenko earned 
first team honors in the 
Big Sky. Freshman Sol- 
tanici was awarded sec- 
ond team honors and 
sophomore .Boija earned 
honorable mention. 

“We are going to start our 
next streak and seeing if 
we can break our last one,” 
Campbell said. “That's our 
goal right now.’

Sacramento State's Athletic 
Director announced his re- 


_ tirement at the Athletic De- 


partment’s banquet May 15. 
Terry Wanless’ retirement 
will begin on June 30, after 
41 years as an athletic direc- 
tor for four programs across 
the country. 

Wanless was also Athletic 
Director at Towson Universi- 
ty , Western Carolina and the 
University of North Dakota 
before joining Sac State. 

For Deputy Director of 
Athletics Bill Macriss, the 
announcement was unex- 
pected. 

“When I first heard he was 
retiring I could not help 
but ‘be surprised at the an- 
nouncement, Macriss said. 
“I knew he was thinking 


about retiring for a while so 


I knew it would be eventual, 
but it still shocked me that he 
will not be here next year.” 
Macriss has worked with 
Wanless since 2002 when 
Wanless first arrived at Sac 
State. He is expected to take 
over as interim athletic di- 
rector once Wanless retires. 
“I have been contemplating 
this for some time now. My 
time here at Sac State was 
coming to a close,’ Wanless 
said. “The program will not 
suffer without me here which 
is comforting to me, know- 


ing that.” |

and four national champion- 
ships in his tenure as Sacra- 
mento State's athletic director. 

Since 2002, the Hornets sent 
32.teams and 200 individuals 
to NCAA postseason competi- 
tion events. . 

Since coming to Sac State, 
Wanless has overseen the high- 
est graduation rate for student 
athletes after becoming a Div. I 
institution in 1990. 

During Wanless’ 12 years, the 
department received national 
Academic Progress Rate rec- 
ognition-14 times; the second 
highest among Big Sky Con- 
ference universities and is tied 
against other California State 
University Div. I institutions 


for highest student athlete 


GPAs, retention and gradua- 
tion rates. 

A month before Wanless an- 
nounced his retirement, for- 
mer football head coach Mar- 
shall Sperbeck resigned. 

The day Sperbeck announced 
his resignation, The Sacramen- 
to Bee published an article 
referencing an anonymous 10- 
page letter, alleging Sperbeck’s 
involvement in an NCAA in- . 


_ vestigation. 


“It was very unfortunate for 
what happened with Sper- 
beck,” Dr. Wanless said. “But 
in no way is my decision to 
retire related to the resignation — 
of Sperbeck”” 

Wanless credit his wife for his 
success as an athletic director. 
He said she has been just as 
supportive to student athletes 
as himself.
